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The following constitutes the reasons for this bill and the purposes which are sought to be 
accomplished thereby: 
 
LB 716 adds community college area to the definition of high elective office.   

Current law provides that no person serving in high elective office shall simultaneously serve in any 
other high elective office. Therefore, under this bill, members of the community college board of 
governors will not be allowed to serve in any other high elective office simultaneously.   

Other high elective offices include: members of the legislature, governor, lieutenant governor, 
secretary of state, auditor of public accounts, state treasurer, attorney general, public service 
commission, state board of education, university of Nebraska board of regents, county, city, learning 
community or school district elective office. 

The bill also eliminates language which provides that no person is eligible for membership on a 
community college board of governors who is an elected or appointed member of any other board 
relating to education.    
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
